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DETAILED ACTION 

Rejection of claims over Allen et al '247, or '677 or Avakian et al., are withdrawn 
in view of the amendments to the claims filed 12-9-2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 recites two different compositions, i.e., the foam composition and the 
masterbatch compositions, and then it claims a density of "said composition". It is not 
clear which of the two claimed compositions the density refers to. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 11-3, and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 07-138403 to Sekisui Plastics Co Ltd (hereinafter "Sekisui"). 

Sekisui discloses low density polystyrene compositions comprising 
polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE) nucleating (size regulating) particulate agent. The 
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density of the resulting foamed compositions is well below the claimed .3 g/cc density. 
See illustrative examples 1-3. The amount of the nucleating PTFE is disclosed as from 
0.01 to 0.1 parts by weight , which is overlapping with the claimed amounts, and the 
size of the particulate PTFE is disclosed as between 5 and 40 urn, which is also, 
overlapping with the claimed ranges. See abstract. The reference further discloses 
preparation of poly sty rene/PTFE masterbatches prior to extruding the compositions with 
blowing agents. See examples. The invention as claimed, thus, is fully anticipated by 
the cited reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 and 18-20 arerejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sekisui in combination with applicants own admission of the state of the prior art or 
US 5,618,853 to Vonken et al., (hereinafter "Vonken"). 

The disclosure of Sekisui reference is discussed above. The reference does not 
expressly disclose adding the claimed chemical blowing agnet or rubber phase to the 
claimed composition. However, it is well known in the art, as admitted by applicants in 
the background section on page 1 , or in Vonken in column 9 that the claimed 
combinations of chemical blowing agents are commonly used for production of foamed 
polystyrenes, and, therefore, would have been obvious for use in the compositions of 
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Sekisui with reasonable expectation of adequate results. Further, it is well known in the 
art to add rubbery compounds to polystyrene to improve impact resistance of the 
resulting compositions. See for example, Vonken, columns 8-9. Thus, the invention as 
claimed would have been obvious from the combined teachings of cited references and 
the background section of the instant invention absent showing of unexpected results 
that can be attributed to the addition of rubber phase or/and/chemical blowing agents. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 15-10 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
